D. D., in 
seizing the g ootls and effects of Amer­ 
ican missionaries at Monrovia, West 
Africa, is to be reported to Secretary 
of State Root in a petition ask ing for 
his removal. 
This news comes in a letter receiv­ 
ed here from Mrs. Mary A. Sharp, an 
ag ed M. E. missionary . 
She say s that upon the death o 
Mrs. Mary L. Allen, a noted American 
missionary , the black American con 
sul not only seized her boolts, papc’.s 
wardrobe and other effects, but sol 
them at public auction at the Anierl 
can leg ation. 
“Neg ro men look ed over her ward 
robe and culled out what they want 
ed, Conciil Lyon k eeping 
what 
he 
lik ied,’’ the letter states. The auction 
was attended by disg raceful scenes 
no women being present. 
“Three boxes came to Nana Kree,’ 
Mrs. Sharp said furlher. 
‘I do not 
k now what they contained. Dr. Mary 
Brig g s’ boxes I stopped here, hut Con 
sill Lyon seized them. 
“One contained soap, 
which 
he 
k ept, and parceled out to the rest of 
his frienl.-i. He abuses tbe whites ia 
every possible way, althoug h all that 
he is he owes to the whites. He is a

in 
the Methodist Episcopal 
church, but the colored cannot stand 
being elevated to any authority .’*

Mr. Frank Willbargnr, the electri- 
cian, who recently re.signed his jiosi- 
tion with the Scdaiia Light and T*ac­ 
tion Co., and after a residence of 
twenty-seven years in (he Queen of 
the Praiiii's, returned to his old home 
in South Peiul, Ind., wodtes from there 
to tin' Demorrat-Sentinel, under date 
of the 20th, as follows: 


To the Deinovcral-Sentinel: 
I promised so many Sedatia friends 
that I wouhl write them I have de­ 
cided to write lo you. 
That will do 
for all. I am in the fresh fa’l Isreezes 
of Lake ?,licliigan. We came over the 
Missouri Pacific railroad, took in St. 
Louis, then over the Ghicago & .^Iten 
through Central Illinois, with its vast 
prairies of spîeiidid farms and lovely 
little towns. 
We took 
in 
Chb a:;o, 
that little village. 
You have heard 
of it, I presume. 
It is on the map. 
Took the J.ake Shore lailroad, douliie 
track from New York to Chicago, fine 
roadbed, good system, doiiiilo-hoader 
passengers, 
with 
large, 
fine 
en­ 
gines; we just ilew. 
Met a passenger 
train from New Yoi'k. 
I thought we 
liad run into a cyclone, when, whiz, 
I thought it had blown my head off. 
Arrived in South Bend intact. 
I found that the late cold snaps 
in the spring had seriously affeeted 
the crops and fruits of those states 
I pas.3etl through; about half a crop, 
so neeessai-ily everything is high. 
1 
was reare I in tins country, but left 
when a young man; married in the 
west, remained there and reare I a 
fapiily. 
It’s been thirty-three yea'*s 
since I was here. 
How 
time 
has 
wrought changes! 
Everything is as 
strange to me as though I never saw 
the place before. ‘ “The old home ain't 
what it used to be.” yhe scenes and 
euviroiiments of my liappy childhood 
have disappeared. The old home has 
vanished; my parents that watched 
and cared for their boys’ wishes are 
sleeping beneath the sod in Grace 
Lawui cemetery. 
When 
sister 
and I visited their 
resting place and stood by t he mai hie 
monument twelve feet liigh, wdth the 
name of ‘‘Dr, S. F. Willbarger’’ carved 
within entwining vinos upon it, our 
memories '*'cnt iiack to the days of 
unalloyed happiness of our childhood, 
and I thought with a sad heart how 
mysterious and fieetiug is life- the 
constant passing of millions of human 
livci. 
I wish to draw' a comparison, not 
W’ith Sedalia, but with Georgetown or 
Smithtoii, as I realize the fact that 
Sedalia is the Queen City of the Prai- 
iies and fioes not take second place 
for any town; she is strictly up to the 
twentieth century. 
I will just men­ 
tion a few iiuinrportant trilles. 
This 
little 
burg 
has 
beautitul 
straight, wide streets, running north 
and south and cast and west. 
Tîie 
birsineiss streets are seventy feet in 
the’clear, with sixtecn-foot sidewalks. 
All street< in the city are pavi'd, also 
the sidewalks. 
There is no step-up 
al a sidinval.v or gutter. 
It is made 
U vei. 
The electric wires in the bus­ 
iness renter are all under grouii 1 ex­ 
cept the street car trolley. 
They 
have iron poles. 
The 
streets 
are 
lighted by alternating arcs at every 
corner, on ornamented iron brackets; 
the residence portion by suspei.ded 
arcs in the center of the street on 
straight nice painted poles. 
All wires 
are in the clear and thoroughly insu­ 
lated. 
It is the cleanest, neatest lit­ 
tle city I was ever in; no holes in the 
paved streets like 
in 
Georgeeown. 
You couid not get enough rnhbish on 
ail the streets to make a mouse nest. 
The water system is perfection and 
the supply unlimited. 
It is from sr- 
tesiaii wells, clear and sparkling as 
diamonds. 
The fire supply is un­ 
limited, from the » dver right in town, 
with an up-to-date fire system; cen­ 
tral station, with engines, two hose 
carts, one chemical outfit, one safety 
wagon, with safety outfit for people 
to jump into out of windows; one 
hook and ladder outfit, two chiefs, 
special outfits. 
There are eight of 
these stations over town.

net insure your house here, then burn
